Mme. Libri is dead. She was the daughter of 
Dr. Double, a distinguished medical man, who 
refused the peerage offered him by Louis Philippe, 
that he might devote his whole time to the relief of 
suffering humanity. She was familiar with French 
and English. An “Eloge de Pascal’ commanded 
a prize at the hands of the French Academy; an 
essay on M. Sainte-Beuve’s “ History of Port Royal” 
found admittance to the “ Quarterly Review.” The 
former, which has never appeared in print, will, it 
is said, be published by her family. MM. Guizot, 
Paul Lacroix, Achille Jubinal, Feuillet de Conches, 
and other devoted friends were at her funeral. 

The Benedictine convent at Admont, Styria, has 
been totally destroyed by fire; its library was one 
of the most splendid in Europe by its admirable 
organization and by its literary wealth. It con- 
tained 80,000 volumes, 1000 rare manuscripts (some 
of which were the only copies of works known), and 
900 incunables.* 

M. Legouvé’s “ Les Deux Reines” has reached a 


| third edition, although it has never been played. 


The French Empress has had printed “ Les Por- 
traits de la Marquise” at the imperial printing- 
office in the most magnificent manner. This comedy 
was written for her by M. Octave Feuillet, and she 
played one of the parts (the Marquise de Pons) at 
Compitgne November 13, 1859. She sent him her 
portrait in which she was represented in the cha- 
racter she played. It was surrounded with dia- 
monds. 

The Academy of Moral and Political Sciences has 
elected M. Levéque a member in the place of the 
late M. Saisset. 

M. Arséne Houssaye is said to have in press a 
strange, immoral, and curious novel, “ The Duchess’s 
Romance.” 

The Academy of Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres 
has elected William Henry Waddington (the well- 
known French philosopher and scholar) as Count 
Beugnot’s successor. 

We have two interesting pamphlets by M. d’Eich- 
thal, one on the “ Practical Use of the Greek Lan- 
guage,” in which he recommends the use of the 
modern Greek pronunciation, and urges that Greek 
should be adopted for the universal language of the 


‘world; in the other, “The Three Great Mediterranean 


Nations and Christianity,” in which he attempts to 
prove that the Hebrews, Greeks, and Latins (Ital- 
ians) are destined to act a conspicuous part on the 
theatre of human affairs.

OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

Paris, May 26, 1865. 

Ir is to be regretted that readers do not treat 
authors as considerately as wine-bibbers treat their 
bottles. The drinker, after he has emptied the last 
drop of Clos Vougeot the glass vessel contained, 
bestows it in a cellar where, unless there are chil- 
dren in the house, it quietly remains until some 
new liquid is introduced sufficiently valuable to be 
bottled. No one ever heard of the empty bottle 
being pestered by hands, or adorned with new seal- 
ing-wax, or festooned with ribbons, or stared at by 
a dinner-party. Its wine was praised for its bou- 
quet, commended for its color, lauded for the delight 
it gave the palate as it rippled against it on its way

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to wine’s ocean—man’s diaphragm. There was an 
end of the whole matter. Why don’t readers so 
treat authors? They are very much like bottles. 
They are valuable because they contain delicious 
liquor, which they decant tothe public. Why ean- 
not the public drink the delightful draught, and 
leave the bottle which held it alone? If authors, 
like glass vessels, were insensible things, the tear- 
ing to which they are subjected by every fool who 
has paid a dollar for their last volume and snuffled 
or giggled over their pathetic or witty beauties, 
would be matter of indifference. Unfortunately 
they are not inanimate. To be an author implies 
great nervous susceptibility, that is, one of those 
highly-wrought temperaments which die of “ aro- 
matic pain,” where the majority of people find 
only rose’s perfume. ‘This is the creature stared 
at, intruded on by strangers who have not a 
shadow of title to trench on his time (which is his 
life !), dogged by idlers, and written about by scrib- 


blers. He is happy if this is the worst that befalls 
him! Mr. Tennyson cannot keep a hedge around 


his house for enthusiastic knives and _ scissors. 
The pestilence is so violent here that no man of 
eminence can be seen until after a note has been 
sent by the visitor, stating who he is and what he 
wants. This plan does not always prove effectual. 
There are some people so persevering that, to 
save his nerves, the jingle of the door-bell, and his 
temper, the surprise of compliments in the street 
(some of these people invest the author’s door until 
he capitulates), the host will at last give orders for 
the mosquito’s admission into the double bars. 
Its song is worse than its bite. More than one of 
our authors have been obliged to set apart a period 
every week for these nuisances. During this even- 
ing he receives anybody that asks for the honor 
of seeing so distinguished a man. Genius talks 
with mediocrity, and allows it to whirl around its 
bright flame. These receptions are amusing scenes 
to one who has lived here long enough to know the 


worth of all the actors; for everybody present is | 


an actor in the comedy. If the French were not 
such born actors and so delighted with everything 
histrionic, they would roar with laughter at the 
picture. The “leading young man” is of course the 
author, the master of the house. He is carefully 
prepared with his part of the entertainment; he is 
expected to shine, as he has polished the glittering 
scintilla until they are as bright as the rain which 
falls from a Roman candle. He appears in a va- 
riety of characters: soliloquist, talker, the receiver 
of compliments. A character expressly written for 
a “star” could not be better adapted to show off the 
hero. He stiffens himself to what he conceives the 
rigidity a hero ought to possess. His whole man- 
ner is raised above every-day behavior. When we 
read that Mad. de Stael would come sweeping into 
a drawing-room, pale with agitation and trembling 
with nervousness, just as some orator about to ad- 
dress a critical audience, we don’t know whether to 
laugh or to yawn. It is not so with the French, 
keen as their eye is for the ridiculous and fond as 
they are of caricature. They like it; ’tis spice to 
the entertainment; for they no more understand 
why the mind should not put on evening dress 
than why the body should, on these occasions, 
wear every-day clothes. Every eminent’man here 
has his staff, composed of elderly gentlemen and 
ladies who have long worshipped him, and young 
authors who have taken him for theirmodel. They 
are the applauders. It is amusing to watch their 
countenances. They wear an expression of pain- 
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' time a just-what-I-expected-from-him-he-is-always- 


saying-such-good-things expression whenever the 
idol lets fall any excellent remark. The visitors, too, 
raise smiles. They are of all ages, all classes, all 
countries. They come charged with a fine speech 
full of honey. The foreigners and the young 
men who dream of immortality are hyperbolical,

bole to their bows, and turn one of those graceful 
speeches—one of the lost arts since clouds of tobae- 
co-smoke have penetrated society. Men of the 
world, who have come here as they would go to the 
monkey palace at the Garden of Plants to see all 
the “lions,” do homage with good sense. It is a 
sort of tournament of smartness, whose cardinal law 
is that nobody can, and no human being ever did 
say such clever things as the host. But the host 
is not himself; he has gotten himself as nearly as 
possible into book shape; what he says is taken 
from his last or will appear in his next publication; 
the advertisements are represented by the aids 
who applaud, the public of purchasers by the visi- 
tors who have taken hacks to reach the house, and 
the publisher by the lamps and chairs and house 
which enable the host to give the reception. It is 
a book-shop in tab/eaux-vivants. 

M. Ernest Legouvé recently proposed to establish 
a Bank of Honor for literary men, where they might 
borrow money at five per ct. on their word of honor. 
He offered to give $4,000 towards the foundation of 
the bank. The quarrel now pending between the 
members of the Literary Men’s Association occurred, 
and the matter was dropped. It is no bad idea....

LITERATURE ON THE Paciric Coast.—In a recent 
number of the “ Weekly Bulletin,’ of San Fran- 
cisco, we find an interesting account of the growth 
of the book interest in California. The compliment 
to the firms of H. H. Bancroft & Co., and Roman 
& Co., is well deserved. Mr. Roman is one of the 
largest buyers of books in this country, and his 
judicious, honorable, and intelligent management 
of his extensive business has gained for him the 
confidence and esteem of the Book Trade generally.

comprising the State of California. To-day the 
bound books printed in the English language and 
scattered through the limits of the State cannot 
number less than 2,000,000 volumes. Almost every 
city, town, and village in the State has its public 
and “circulating” library, and the private dwell- 
ings of our inhabitants are on the average as well 
supplied with books as in the older States of the 
Union. Among the largest libraries outside of San 
Francisco are the State Library at Sacramento, with 
22,000 volumes ; the Sacramento City Library, with 
10,000 volumes ; the Marysville City Library, with 
5,000 volumes; the Stockton City Library, 5,000; 
besides the college libraries at San Jose and Oak- 
land, and a large number of “ circulating libraries” 
in the smaller towns and villages. In San Fran- 
cisco we have the Mercantile Library, with 20,000 
volumes; the Odd Fellows’ Library, with 12,000 
volumes ; the Mechanics’ Library, with 7,000; the 
library of the Young Men’s Christian Union, with 
4,000 volumes, and smaller libraries belonging to 
the Masonic fraternity and the Pioneer's Associa- 
tion. The well-selected library belonging to the 
What Cheer House, and numbering 5,000 volumes, 
also deserves mention, since it is probably as ex- 
tensively read and exerts as great an influence over 
a large portion of the population of the State as any 
library of its size in California. In addition thereto 
are the Sunday School libraries, numbering many 
thousand volumes, and the numerous private libra- 
ries of our citizens. Attached to the Mercantile, 
Odd Fellows’, Mechanics’, and Pioneer's libraries, 
are reading-rooms, in which all the leading perio- 
dicals, magazines, reviews, and illustrated papers, 
both of this country and Europe, are taken, besides 
the prominent newspapers of the two hemispheres. 
Thus it will be seen that the opportunities for 
literary culture and mental improvement afforded 
in this city are but little inferior to those of the 
older cities of the Union, and far exceed anything 
to be found in any other city of its age in the world. 
Except in the departments of antiquarian books, 
works of reference, philological, scientific, and philo- 
sophical publications, requisite for the historian, 
the man of science, or the bookworm, San Francisco 
is already as well supplied with literature as most 
of the older communities of the country. If all 
this has been accomplished during the lifetime of 
our school children, what will they not witness 
before they have reached the allotted age of man? 
Who shall estimate the influences to be hereafter 
exerted by Anglo-Saxon literature upon the desti- 
nies of the people inhabiting the Pacific coast of 
North America? Books are more powerful than 
bayonets, and if Napoleon III. had half the philo- 
sophy or knowledge of human nature for which his 
admirers give him credit, he would not seek to re- 
peat the life of Julius Cesar in the nineteenth 
century, nor would he deem the sending of a few 
French soldiers to Mexico all that was requisite to 
perpetuate the power of the “ Latin race’’ on this 
continent. 

Not the least important, therefore, among the 
industries of the city is the publishing and book 
trade, and as San Francisco must remain through 
all time the great commercial and literary centre 
of the Pacific coast, this trade is destined to be one 
of the greatest magnitude. The present condition 
of the trade is highly prosperous, and, like other 
branches of business, it has kept even pace with 
the rapid growth of the city. We have bookstores 
in San Francisco whose ample stocks and elegant 
appointments would do credit to New York, Boston, 
or Philadelphia, and scarcely a volume of a popular 
character issues from the press of England or 
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America that may not be found within two months 
from its publication on their shelves. 

Among the oldest and largest firms engaged in 
the book trade on the Pacific coast are H. H. Ban. 
croft & Co.,and A. Roman & Co. They are the 
representative book-dealers of the Pacific, and the 
history of their houses is a history of the book 
trade on this coast. 


The house of H. H. Bancrort & Co. was estab. 


lished in 1856, at a time when all kinds of business 
were very much depressed throughout the State, 
At first. they only occupied the room in their present 
store which fronts on Montgomery Street. Two 
years later, they took two additional rooms fronting 
on Merchant Street, to accommodate their increas- 
ing stock. In 1860, they opened an exclusively 
stationery business house on Clay Street, and in 
the following year consolidated it with the original 
house. Owing to lack of room, they were obliged 
to store a large portion of their rapidly increasing 
stock in warehouses until 1863, when they leased 
two large rooms on Commercial Street, which were 
gradually filled up till still further accommodations 
were required. Accordingly, a few months ago, 
they leased for a term of years the entire three 
story building owned by Gen. Naglee, fronting on 
Merchant Street, and connecting with their original 
store fronting on Montgomery Street. At present 
their store is by far the largest on the western coast 


‘of America, and in extent and variety of stock has 
| few equals in the world. The peculiar feature of 


their business is its comprehensiveness. It aims 


' tocover every department of the book and stationery 


business, and although there are other houses that 
have larger stocks in particular departments of the 
trade, there is probably not another house in the 
world that has so extensive and complete a stock in 
all departments as this. 

The ground floor of the store, since the comple- 
tion of the recent repairs, comprises the large retail 
room fronting on Montgomery Street, with three spa- 
cious rooms in the rear, fronting on Merchant Street. 
The south side of the ground floor is occupied by 
miscellaneous books, comprising history, biography, 
travels, romance, belles-lettres, etc., all arranged in 
columns thirteen shelves high, each shelf packed 
with books three deep. On the north side of the 
ground floor is the stationery and blank book de- 
partment. In the middle room on the ground floor 
is an office called the “Subscription Department,” 
being a general agency for the purchase and sale of 
books, maps, engravings, etc., sold exclusively by 
subscription. 

The second floor of the establishment comprises 
the large room formerly occupied as the U. 8S. Dis- 
trict Court room, located at the west end of the 


store, a middle room, and an east room fronting on | 


Montgomery Street. The old court-room is occupied 
one-half by law books and the balance by scientific 
works. The law books comprise the largest collec- 
tion on this coast, embracing English and American 
reports, all the latest text-books, ete. The scientific 
books are divided into seventy-two classes, embra- 


‘cing works on military and naval sciences, naviga- 


tion, shipbuilding, architecture, chemistry, natural 
philosophy, steam-engine, mechanics and machi- 
nery, manufactures, commerce, table-books, mathe 
matics, civil engineering, astrononfy, geography, 
geology, mineralogy, natural history, botany, agti- 
culture, domestic animals, amusements, magic, ete. 
All the British and American encyclopedias are also 
included in this room. The middle room of the 
second floor is devoted to theological and medical 
books, the latter especially being very large, and 
embracing the latest and best English and Americal 
publications. The east room of this floor is devoted 
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exclusively to school-books, and embraces all the 
text-books now in use for the various languages, 
with lexicons, and a large variety of globes of all 
sizes, school maps, charts, etc. 

The third floor is divided into two large rooms, 


the east and west. The east room is devoted to inks | 


of every variety and shade of color, slates, copying- 
presses, chalk crayons, mucilage, cash-boxes, etc. ; 
while the west room is filled exclusively with writing 
paper, flat paper, and envelopes, comprising much 
the largest and most varied stock on the Pacific 
coast. Bancroft’s linen writing papers are all manu- 
factured to his order, and are in general use in the 
public offices on the coast. They have now on hand 
about 6,000 reams, which, at an average weight of 
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rarest and most costly editions of the poets and 
favorite authors of the age, together with the 
choicest gift-books and other recherche publications 
of the English and American press. 

The business of this house is rapidly increasing 
from year to year, and it already ranks next to Ban- 
| croft’s as the leading house on the Pacific coast. 
| The annual sales for two years past are represented 
to us as having been from $175,000 to $200,000, and 
the stock of books now on hand is valued at $75,0000r .

RELIGIOUS. 

The Conversion of the Roman Empire; the Boyle | 
Lectures for the year 1864. By Charles Merivale, | 
B.D. pp. 267. New York: D. Appleton & Co. 
The subjects of the eight lectures contained in 

this volume are: Christian belief contrasted with 

heathen unbelief ; heathen belief directed towards 

a temporal Providence; expansion of heathen 

belief by the teaching of the philosophers ; expan- 

sion by the ideas of Roman jurisprudence; the 
heathen awakened to a sense of his spiritual dan- 
ger; efforts of the heathen to avert spiritual ruin ; 
the doctrines of Christianity respond to the ques- 
tions of the heathen; the godly example of the 
Christians. The volume is scholarly and sugges- 
tive. The author has, however, been hampered by 
the straitened limits within which he has had to 
confine himself. The lectures themselves occupy | 
one hundred and sixty-seven pages, and in order | 
to fill up to some extent the outline sketched in the 
text, Mr. Merivale has been constrained to add | 
eighty pages of notes. This gives the work a discon- 
nected and inartistic appearance. The subject was 
worthy of more expanded and detailed treatment, 
and no other living Englishman is probably better 
qualified than our author to do it justice.

of his inimitable “ Roman History.” 


Congregationalism; What it Is, Whence it Is, How it |

Mr. Dexter appears from his preface to have had 
considerable tribulation in getting his book through | 
the press. Generally the less that is said about 
such matters by the author, the better. The pur- 
pose of the volume is fully indicated by the title, 
and the contents satisfy the promise of the title. 
Those who are of the author’s way of thinking will 
doubtless welcome the book as a vigorous and valu- 
able auxiliary. Others may regard the case of 
Congregationalism as utterly overstated. It must 
be confessed that the claims here made in behalf of 
this polity are of rather an uncompromising sort. 
The work is systematically arranged, written with 
earnestness, and indicating by its notes no incon- 
siderable research into the history and literature of | 
the subject and the New England practice. Special 
thanks are due to the author for his double index, 
as well as the analysis of subject matter.
